Some  2500  years  ago,  there  was  a  great  lawmaker  among  the  Greeks 
named  Solon.  His  influence  on  the  world  has  been  so  profound  that 
lawmakers  are  to  this  day  referred  to  as  solons.  He  has  been  called  one 
of  the  "seven  wise  men  of  Greece".  Solon  said:  Justice  is  achieved  only 
when  (hose  who  are  not   injured  are  as  indignant  as  those  who  are. 

Another  great  man,  Edmund  Burke,  said:  All  that  is  necessary  for  evil 
to  triumph  is  for  good  men  to  do  nothing. 

We  have  all  been  outraged  by  recent  accounts  of  people  being  in 
serious  trouble  while  passers-by  gave  no  assistance  for  fear  of  "getting 
involved".  Some  fifteen  people  living  in  a  flat  paid  no  heed  to  the  screams 
of  one  of  the  female  tenants  as  she  was  being  criminally  attacked.  Two  boys 
and  one  girl  sat  meekly  in  their  automobile  while  another  girl  was  dragged 
out  of  the  car  by  a  man  and  taken  to  a  fate  worse  than  death  and  finally 
to  her  death.  A  wealthy  man  lived  blithely  unconcerned  next  door  to  a 
widow  who  was  struggling  desperately  to  support  her  family  and  keep  her 
son  on  a  mission.  A  fisherman  in  a  boat  observed  a  stranger  who  had  up- 
set his  boat.  He  left  the  rescue  to  others.  He  couldn't  be  bothered. 

Husbands  become  indifferent  and  neglectful  of  their  wives  and 
children.  Wives  neglect  the  needs  of  their  families.  Just  today  I  talked  with 
a  man  whose  wife  habitually  left  several  small  children  alone  in  the  home 
while  she  frolicked  about  pursuing  her  own  selfish  pleasures.  And  so 
such  incidents  of  indifference,  neglect  and  unconcern  could  be  multiplied. 

One  wonders  what  has  happened  to  so  mam  of  our  Father's  children 
who  espouse  a  gospel  which  teaches  as  its  second  great  commandment  that 
we  are  to  love  our  neighbour  as  ourselves.  What  a  heartwarming  contrast 
we  experienced  a  short  time  ago  as  we  were  driving  near  Durban  late  at 
night  and  improvidently  ran  out  of  petrol.  Within  a  few  minutes  several 
cars  stopped  and  we  were  proffered  assistance.  The  kind  man  who  helped 
us  habitually  carried  a  tin  of  extra  petrol  expressly  for  aiding  short- 
sighted motorists  such  as  we  were  that  night.  However,  he  didn't  have  it 
with  him  on  this  occasion  and  drove  several  miles  to  obtain  the  fuel  and 
return  with  it. 

As  we  grow  in  the  gospel  and  attempt  to  correct  our  faults  through  the 
divine  principle  of  repentance,  we  become  increasingly  aware  of  our  ob- 
ligations and  opportunities  to  serve  others.  We  become  ever  more  conscious 
that  the  very  heart  of  Christ's  gospel  is  love,  concern,  involvement  with 
people.  He  lived  and  died  for  all  mankind,  and  taught  that  "inasmuch  as 
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ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these  my  brethren  ye  have  done  it  unto 
me." 

At  the  tender  age  of  twelve,  our  Lord  well  understand  his  total  involve- 
ment with  people  all  people  everywhere.  As  his  parents  found  him 
teaching  his  elders  in  the  temple  and  gently  chided  him  for  not  being 
with  them,  he  responded:  "Wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be  about  my  Father's 
business?"  Another  time  he  explained  his  Lather's  business  by  saying: 
"For  this  is  my  work  and  m\  glory  to  bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and 
eternal  life  of  man." 

There  is  a  wonderful  bit  of  dialogue  in  that  immortal  classic.  "The 
Christmas  Carol".  Dickens  has  Scrooge  say:  "...  You  were  always  a 
good  man  in  business.  Jacob."  The  ghost  of  Marley  replied.  "Business!" 
he  said,  "Mankind  was  my  business;  charity,  mercy,  forebcarance.  and 
benevolence  were  all  my  business.  The  dealings  of  my  trade  were  but  a 
drop  of  water  in  the  comprehensive  ocean  of  my  business." 

As  with  our  Saviour,  it  is  the  work  of  every  man  and  woman  to  do 
the  Father's  business  by  being  involved,  concerned,  kind,  charitable,  help- 
ful to  every  one  who  needs  us.  or  needs  what  we  have.  As  Latter-day 
Saints,  we  have  what  the  world  desperately  needs  to  solve  its  woes.  Our 
message  taken  with  full  power  of  declared  testimony  and  demonstrated  in 
every  aspect  of  daily  living  would  erase  the  indifference  and  selfishness 
from  the  souls  of  men.  Each  would  have  a  genuine  love  and  intense 
desire  to  render  aid  and  compassionate  service  to  those  in  need.  Justice 
would  prevail  because  all  —  those  injured  and  all  others  —  would  alike 
receive  considerate,   loving  treatment   from   their  fellow   men. 

No  man  is  an  Island,  entire  of  itself;  every  man  is  a  piece 
of  the  Continent,  a  part  of  the  main;  if  a  Clod  be  washed 
away  by  the  Sea,  Europe  is  the  less,  as  well  as  if  a  Promon- 
tory were,  as  well  as  if  a  Manor  of  thy  friends  or  of  thine 
own  were;  any  man's  death  diminishes  me,  because  I  am  in- 
volved in  Mankind;  And  therefore  never  seemed  to  know  for 
whom  the  bell  tolls;  it  tolls  for  thee.

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ARE  YOU   REALLY  PRAYING? 

TAKEN  FROM  MAX  B.  SKOUSEN'S  BOOK 
HOW  TO  PRAY  AND  STAY  AWAKE 


"God  will  see  you  now.  You  will  be  allowed  five  minutes.  This  way,  please." 

What  would  you  be  willing  to  give  for  this  privilege?  Think  what  it 
would  mean  to  stand  in  the  presence  of  the  exalted  Being  who  com- 
prehends and  controls  all  things  in  the  galaxies  of  creation.  Not  only  would 
you  be  permitted  to  stand  before  Him  with  \our  whole  being  responding 
to  the  glory  of  His  presence,  but  you  would  also  be  permitted  to  talk  with 
Him.  face  to  face,  expressing  the  desires  of  your  heart. 

Needless  to  say.  the  raptures  of  such  an  experience  are  be\ond  the 
comprehension  of  man  as  he  presently  is.  But  if  such  a  privilege  were 
granted,  we  can  appreciate  what  this  experience  might  mean  to  us  upon 
our  return  to  this  mortal  sphere.  We  would  never  be  the  same  as  we  were 
before.  We  couldn't  be.  It  would  be  as  though  life  had  just  begun.  All  the 
trivial  worries  of  the  flesh  would  be  as  nothing.  Obedience  to  His  laws 
would  be  our  greatest  desire.  But  if  we  could  only  realize  it,  the  privilege 
o(  praying,  if  performed  as  it  should  be.  is  nothing  more  nor  less  than  a 
personal  interview  with  God.  Unless  we  realize  this,  we  are  missing  the 
greatest  blessing  of  prayer. 

To  pray  "unto  God",  there  must  be  a  definite  and  conscious 
approach  to  Him.  We  must  have  a  clear  and  vivid  realization  that  God  is 
bending  over  us  and  listening  as  we  pray.  We  must  not  feel  that  we  are 
alone,  but  that  the  Heavenly  Personage  we  are  addressing  is  near.  This  is 
the  basic  law  governing  real  prayer,  the  kind  that  is  mighty  prayer,  the 
kind  that  is  "pleasing  unto  your  Lord,  and  (causes)  the  angels  to  rejoice 
over  you;  .  .  .  and  is  recorded  in  the  book  of  names  of  the  sanctified, 
even  them  of  the  celestial  world."  (D&C  88:2) 

A  prominent  defect  in  the  way  we  pray  is  the  hasty  and  careless 
way  in  which  we  do  it.  We  try  to  rush  into  God's  presence,  run  through 
a  string  of  petitions,  jump  up.  and  go  out.  If  someone  were  to  ask  us  an 
hour  afterward  for  what  we  prayed,  oftentimes  we  could  not  tell:  other 
than  the  standby  topics  always  included.  We  get  up  from  our  prayer  and 
go  about  our  affairs  with  little  if  any  more  thought  of  God  than  before. 
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And  yet,  we  say  we  are  asking  our  heavenh  Father  to  listen  attentively.  As 
it  says  in  the  book  of  Ecclesiastes  5:2,  "Be  not  rash  with  thy  mouth,  and 
let  not  thine  heart  be  hast\  to  utter  anything  before  (iod;  for  Ciod  is  in 
heaven,  and  thou  upon  earth  .  .  .  " 

So  let  us  start  off  by  making  our  prayers  a  serious  affair.  Instead 
of  starting  right  out  in  supplication,  pause  a  few  moments  in  preparation 
for  your  entrance  into  His  presence.  Think  about  what  you  are  about 
to  do.  Realize  the  glory  and  the  power  of  the  Lord,  allowing  your  mind 
to  dwell  on  your  many  blessings  that  He  has  given  you.  Remember  your 
own  foolish  ways,  your  indilTerence.  your  lack  of  real  appreciation.  Utter 
a  brief  request  that  your  interview  may  be  mutual  in  participation  and 
that  you  will  be  led  in  the  things  you  will  say.  Do  not  rush  your  medita- 
tion, but  proceed  gradually.  As  you  cast  aside  the  whirl  and  clatter  of  the 
world  outside,  bring  your  mind  to  focus  on  the  reality  of  the  presence  of 
your  Eternal  Father. 

Once  you  feel  sure  that  you  are  in  His  presence,  speak  to  Him.  Forget 
yourself,  just  like  you  do  when  you  talk  to  a  friend.  Speak  to  Him  as  a 
son  would  speak  to  his  beloved  father.  Open  your  whole  heart.  Be 
yourself  —  simple  and  humble,  for  he  knows  you  as  you  are  anyway.  As 
you  finish  your  conversation,  don't  close  your  mind  as  well  as  your  prayer 
with  Amen.  But  as  you  say  Amen,  hold  the  thought  in  your  mind  that 
God  is  still  there  by  your  side.  Contemplate  for  a  few  moments  in  silence 
His  reaction  to  your  prayer.  Then  as  you  let  the  thought  pass,  depart  with 
a  feeling  of  thanks  and  an  expression  of  assurance  upon  your  face.  After 
really  praying  unto  God.  you  can  hardly  help  but  experience  an  effulgent 
joy  and  loving  gratitude. 

A  person  may  try  to  pray  in  many  different  ways,  but  there  is  only 
one  kind  of  prayer  that  is  entirely  pleasing  to  our  Heavenly  Father.  That 
is  prayer  by  the  Spirit  of  God.  One  of  the  greatest  privileges  we  enjov  on 
this  earth  is  personal  prayer:  to  take  it  upon  ourselves  to  address  God. 
converse  with  Him,  and  petition  Him.  To  rely  upon  our  own  weak  under- 
standing and  knowledge  about  what  we  should  pray  for.  is  not  onh 
foolish  but  also  unnecessary.  A  helper  has  been  sent  to  us.  The  more  we 
use  Him.  the  greater  will  be  the  value  of  our  prayers. 

"Yea,  cry  unto  Him  for  mercy;  for  he  is  mighty  to  save  .  .  .  Humble 
yourselves,  and  continue  in  prayer  unto  Him.  cry  unto  him  in  your  houses, 
yea  over  all  your  household,  both  morning,  mid-day  and  evening  .  .  Yea. 
but  this  is  not  all!  ye  must  pour  out  your  souls  in  your  closets,  and  your 
secret  places,  and  in  your  wilderness.  (Alma  34:18-28). 

Yet,  how  many  of  us  pray  less  than  five  minutes  out  of  the  dav:  How 
much  we  are  missing!  What  blessings,  inspiration,  assurance,  gifts  and 
joy  would  be  ours  if  we  but  obeyed  these  instructions  of  our  Saviour. 
James  puts  it  straight  to  the  point  .  .  .  "You  have  not  because  you  ask 
not.*'  And  then  some  dark  hour,  we  wonder  why  the  Lord  refuses  to 
respond  when  we  cry  against  the  gates  of  His  throne  for  something  we 
suddenly  find  we  need. 

One  of  the  greatest  problems  facing  a  new  disciple  of  REAL 
prayer  is  what  he  should  and  what  he  should  not  pray  for.  The  Lord  has 
instructed  His  children  to  make  known  their  needs  unto  Him.  (Phil.  4:6). 
Shall  we  then  ask  His  help  in  getting  that  new  house  or  paying  off  the 
mortgage?  Have  we  the  right  to  ask  for  guidance  in  such  things  as 
marriage,  business  speculation,  or  a  mystifying  fork  in  the  road?  Can  we 
expect  a  favourable  answer  if  we  petition  him  to  save  a  backsliding  hus- 
band, close  friend,  or  relative?  Should  we  pray  for  relief  from  all  the 
varied  and  multitudinous  woes  and  cares  of  the  world?  These  and  many 
more  questions  rise  in  our  minds  as  we  bump  along  the  strange  road  of 
life.  Most  of  these  are  valid  areas  in  which  our  Father  can  give  us 
assistance.  But  let  us  take  a  look  at  some  of  the  things  which  adults  are 
putting  on  celestial  records.  Brother  Hank  ins  is  praying  for  a  bigger  farm 
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down  on  the  level.  Sister  Battel  I 
is  praying  that  her  son  will  not 
have  to  go  in  the  army.  Brother 
Brown  is  asking  to  see  an  angel 
to  settle  his  douhts  once  and  for 
all.  Sister  Pushton  is  praying 
she  will  win  the  debate  in  the 
MIA  tournament  next  Friday 
night.  And  so  it  goes.  What  we 
would  like  to  know  is  whether 
or  not  these  are  the  things  with 
which  people  should  concern  the 
Lord. 

We  have  none  other  than 
James,  the  great  champion  of 
"every  day  religion."  to  tell  us 
what  has  been  wrong  about 
about  these  unanswered  prayers. 
He  commences  by  coming  right 
to  the  point.  "Ye  ask,  and  re- 
ceive not  ..."  What  he  is 
going  to  say  now  is  addressed 
to  all  who  find  that  they  have 
been  asking  for  many  things 
things  that  they  have  not  been  getting.  He  is  going  to  tell  us  specifically 
why  prayers  fail.  "Ye  ask,  and  receive  not.  because  ye  ask  amiss  that  ye 
may  consume  it  upon  your  lusts!"  (James  4:3) 

James  was  not  one  to  mince  words.  But  that  probably  hurt  some  of 
those  fine  brothers  and  sisters,  and  today  I  believe  the  shoe  fits  many  of 
us  just  as  well.  What  does  he  mean  by  "asking  amiss,  that  we  may  con- 
sume it  upon  our  lusts?"  Perhaps  what  we  are  asking  for  is  good,  but 
the  reason  for  our  asking  is  not  so  good.  As  a  young  boy.  I  had  a  great 
desire  to  speak  well  so  that  when  I  gave  talks  in  church.  I  could  really 
lay  down  the  law.  Certainly  the  Lord  wants  good  preachers,  but  what  was 
in  the  back  of  my  mind?  I  wanted  to  speak  well  so  that  people  would 
think  well  of  me.  I  wanted  to  be  proud.  I  wanted  something  from  God 
that  I  could  "consume  upon  my  lusts." 

Evcrytime  we  partake  of  the  sacrament,  we  dedicate  our  lives,  our 
time,  our  talents,  and  our  hearts  to  our  Saviour  and  His  never  ceasing  work 
of  redeeming  the  family  of  God.  It  does  not  matter  what  others  may 
sa\:  it  doesn't  matter  what  hardships  we  are  called  upon  to  endure.  What 
does  matter  is  that  we  work  with  all  our  strength,  with  all  our  faith,  with 
all  our  love  in  the  work  of  God's  kingdom.  Think  about  these  words.  How 
dare  we.  in  the  light  of  what  we  have  promised  to  do  for  God.  ask 
Him  to  help  us  build  up  our  own  selfish  ambitions. 

Let's  look  at  Brother  Hankings  who  is  praying  for  that  farm  down 
on  the  level.  In  his  heart  does  he  want  it  so  that  people  will  look  up  to 
him.  and  he  will  be  able  to  pat  himself  on  the  back  and  say,  "Hankins.  you 
are  a  good  man  —  a  success!"  Or  does  he  want  that  farm  so  that  he  will 
be  able  to  send  his  sons  on  missions,  pay  a  larger  tithing,  be  more  able 
to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  others?  Does  he  want  it  for  the  ultimate  glory 
of  Tom  Hankings  or  for  the  ultimate  glory  of  God? 

Why  is  Sister  Batell  praying  that  her  son  will  not  have  to  go  in  the 
arm\?  Of  course  it  is  natural,  but  can  she  expect  God  to  keep  young 
Robert  at  home  just  because  she  doesn't  want  to  suffer  the  loss  of  his 
companionship  and  endure  the  fear  of  his  possible  loss?  Should  she  rather 
pray  that  wherever  her  son  will  be  able  to  serve  Him  best,  thai  is  where 
she  wants  him  to  be?  Brother  Brown  is  praying  to  see  an  angel,  not 
necessarily  because  he  want  to  boast,  but  because  he  wants  to  be  eased 
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out  of  the  necessity  of  having  to  struggle  by  faith.  Sister  Pushton  i> 
praying  to  win  the  MIA  debate.  Why?  Is  it  so  that  people  wont  think  she 
is  a  failure?  Wouldn't  a  better  spirit  be  reflected  if  she  simply  asked  the 
Lord  to  help  her  do  her  best'.' 

Sometimes  when  the  road  of  life  gets  really  rough,  we  find  ourselves 
alone  and  forsaken.  Especially  is  this  so  when  we  try  so  hard  to  do 
what  is  right  and  yet  are  continually  being  pushed  back  down.  Tragedy 
strikes  us  all  at  one  time  or  another.  Life  itself  is  so  precarious,  security 
is  so  subject  to  fickle  circumstances,  illness  and  death  so  common  that  it  is 
no  wonder  that  things  pile  up  on  us  at  times.  Some  people  seem  to  have 
the  idea  that  if  one  is  righteous,  the  Lord  will  see  to  it  that  he  doesn't 
get  any  of  the  hard  knocks  of  life.  Such  has  not  been  the  case.  If  the 
lives  of  the  saints  from  ages  past  to  our  modern  day  are  studied,  the  fact 
will  be  very  clear  that  they  have  usually  had  to  endure  much  more  than 
their  normal  share  of  hardships.  Recall  the  parable  our  Saviour  related 
concerning  the  two  men  who  built  their  homes,  one  upon  sand  and 
the  other  upon  rock.  The  storms  hit  both  houses  alike,  but  only  one  fell, 
for  the  other  had  been  built  upon  a  true  foundation.  A  righteons  life 
does  not  make  us  devoid  of  all  adverse  conditions,  but  it  should  make  it 
possible  for  us  to  endure  them. 

Let  us  always  remember  that  much  of  our  salvation  depends  upon 
how  we  pray.  We  must  not  be  cold  toward  God  in  prayer,  but  fervent 
in  supplication.  To  study,  work  and  pray  must  be  our  motto.  Even  though 
we  are  members  of  the  Church  of  God.  we  are  not  automatically  adopted 
as  full  partners  and  heirs  of  our  Saviour.  Whether  a  person  is  born  in 
the  church  or  not,  he  must,  sooner  or  later,  become  really  converted  and 
experience  this  marvellous  revolution  in  his  entire  philosophy  of  life.  It  is 
a  challenge  to  us  all. 


PRAYING  IN  PUBLIC 


Unfortunately  the  all  too  common  practice  in  the  Church  in  con- 
ference sessions,  sacrament  meetings  and  the  like,  is  for  those  saying  the 
prayers  to  take  entirely  too  much  time  and  pray  about  too  many  matters 
not  directly  involved  in  the  particular  meeting.  But.  one's  own  individual 
prayers  can  be  as  long  as  the  person  cares  to  make  them;  Enos.  for 
instance,  prayed  all  day  and  into  the  night.  (Enos.  4) 

President  Francis  M.  Lyman,  speaking  of  the  proprieties  attending  the 
offering  of  prayers  by  the  saints,  gave  this  wise  counsel:  "Latter-day 
Saints.  I  presume,  have  learned  to  feel  and  appreciate  the  importance  of 
prayer,  equally  to  any  other  people.  But  like  the  saints  in  the  days  of 
the  Saviour,  we  sometimes  need  some  suggestions  to  aid  us  in  our  prayers. 
There  are  a  great  variety  of  prayers  that  the  elders  of  Israel  are  expected 
to  offer  up  day  after  day. 

In  dismissing,  we  should  ask  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  upon  the  con- 
gregation, and  what  has  been  said,  and  commit  ourselves  to  the  care  of 
the  Lord.  "It  is  not  necessary  to  offer  very  long  and  tedious  prayers, 
either  at  opening  or  closing.  It  is  not  only  not  pleasing  to  the  Lord  for 
us  to  use  excess  of  words,  but  also  it  is  not  pleasing  to  the  Latter-day 
Saints.  Two  minutes  will  open  any  kind  of  meeting,  and  a  half  minute 
will  close  it.  We  ought  to  take  into  account  the  occasion,  and  let  the 
prayer  be  suited  exactly  to  it.  Sometimes  our  habits  may  control  us  more 
strongly  than  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  so  we  should  offer  short  prayers  and 
avoid  vain  repetitions,  particularly  the  repetitions  of  the  name  of  Deity 
and  the  name  of  the  Saviour.

AN  INSPIRATION

A  large  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Church  here  in  South  Africa 
and  Rhodesia  have  known  the  feeling  of  being  near  an  apostle  o(  the 
Lord.  It's  a  wonderful  feeling,  one  that  is  sometimes  difficult  to  express, 
especially  to  others,  since  it  is  a  feeling  that  has  to  do  with  our  inner 
selves  and   the  convictions  we   hold  as  members  of  the  Church.  When  a 
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Commissioned  and  specially  sent  servant  of  the  Lord  is  near,  it  is  reminis- 
cent of  that  sweet  and  peaceful  time  when  the  Lord  first  communicated 
with  our  souls  and  gave  birth  to  our  testimonies  of  His   restored  Gospel 

Many  of  us  spend  the  rest  of  our  lives  trying  to  reach  that  same  spiritual 
height  and  sphere.  Some  never  again  reach  that  point,  while  others  go  on 
to  greater  heights  and  experiences  of  spiritual  bliss.  No  matter  how  each 
of  us  personally  stands  on  this  "spiritual  ruler'*,  it  is  comforting  to  know 
that  we  can  enjoy  a  similarly  high  level  of  this  spiritual  communication, 
soul  to  soul,  when  we  arc  in  the  presence  of  the  General  Authorities  of  the 
Church. 

The  past  visit  of  Elder  LeGrand  Richards  most  compatibly  complied 
with  the  foregoing.  Throughout  the  mission,  for  days  and  days  still  to 
come,  people  will  continue  to  thrill  when  recalling  the  events  during  the 
visit  of  this  great  Apostle.  Elder  Richards  carried  well,  and  convened 
well,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  that  undoubtedly  is  a  companion  to  him. 
Right  from  the  very  moment  he  stepped  off  the  plane  and  came  through 
to  meet  the  members  he  was  immediately  accepted  and  respected.  All  there 
to  meet  him  felt  personally  his  fine  spirit  and  were  impressed  and  inspired. 
Those  who  met  him  more  than  once  were  doubly  and  triply  blessed 
and  inspired.  And  for  President  and  Sister  Clark  and  the  Mission  Home 
Staff,  it  was  even  more  so.  since  they  were  blessed  to  live  with,  for  just  a 
few  short  days,  this  wonderful  Church  leader. 

Elder  Richards'  personality  and  great  spirit  make  him  a  winner  in 
every  circle  wherever  he  goes.  He  is  impressive  to  all.  yet  overarching. 
That  is  the  way  he  inspires  all  with  whom  he  has  contact.  His  humour, 
his  stories,  his  anecdotes,  and  his  comments  were  all  most  inspiring.  As  he 
arrived  at  the  Mission  Home,  after  having  heard  President  Clark's  ex- 
planation of  the  drought  conditions  on  the  Transvaal,  he  wanted  a  glass 
of  water,  but  politely  said.  "If  there's  any  extra  water  on  this  dry  ranch. 
I'd  surely  love  a  glassful  of  it!"  When  asked  if  he  was  tired  from  his  long 
trip  from  South  America,  he  said  that  he  wasn't  tired  at  all.  adding.  "Why 
should  I  be?  All  I've  been  doin'  is  sittin'  and  sittin'!"  His  friendh  attitude 
was  exemplified  when  even  at  the  airport  he  wanted  to  meet  every  member 
and  missionary  who  was  there,  and  then  at  the  Mission  Home  he  briefh 
spoke  with  each  elder  so  that  he  could  remember  their  names  and  a  little 
something  about  each  of  them.  After  this.  Elder  Richards  started  in 
immediately  on  missionary  work,  his  greatest  love.  Many  were  the  stories 
that  he  told  the  staff  just  after  his  arrival,  even  before  any  rest  from  the 
gruelling  travel.  We  were  aware,  even  before  Elder  Richards  arrived,  that 
he  was  desirous  of  doing  as  much  missionary  work  as  he  could  before 
time  to  fulfil  his  assignment  with  the  Transvaal  Stake,  for  he  had  written 
to  and  so  informed  President  Clark.  This,  to  President  Clark,  will  always 
remain  high  on  the  list  of  cherished  memories  from  Elder  Richards'  visit, 
for  it  was  clear  to  see  that  this  was  his  goal,  to  do  all  that  he  could, 
during  his  stay  here,  and  he  pursued  that  purpose  all  week  long.  He  per- 
formed administrations  when  asked,  was  willing  to  attend  every  meeting, 
and  was  always  ready  to  help  his  fellowmen.  President  Clark  was  also  most 
impressed  with  "The  boundless  energy  and  enthusiasm  of  this  great  man" 
and  "his  good-natured  resentment  of  people  'fawning'  around  trying  to 
help  on  every  hand.  He  needed  a  little  help  in  getting  around,  of  course, 
but  would  have  you  believe  it  was  all  nonsense  —  that  he  was  quite  self- 
sufficient."  President  Clark  also  remembered  that  Elder  Richards  was 
alwa\s  "so  kind  and  appreciative  to  anyone  who  helped  or  did  anything 
for  him."  Sister  Clark  also  remembers  this  great  attribute  when  she  said. 
"Elder  Richards  was  always  very  complimentary  of  every  kindness 
extended  to  him."  She  went  on  to  say.  "He  was  always  very  gracious  to 
me  as  a  lady,  and  really  made  me  feel  equal  to  the  task  of  being  a  new 
Mission  Mother."  Sister  Van  Zyl.  also  at  the  Mission  Home,  readily 
agreed  with  Sister  Clark  and  went  on  to  express  the  gratitude  that  she  had 
for  Elder  Richards'  ability  to  talk  to  everyone,  no  matter  what  their 
position  in  life,  on  the  same  level  and  plane  of  love. 
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Everyone  at  the  Mission  Home  agreed  that  Elder  Richards  was 
a  personable  and  approachable  person,  one  to  whom  you  could  go  the 
same  way  you'd  approach  your  own  grandfather.  'I hey  were  thrilled 
many  times  when  hearing  of  Elder  Richards'  stories  and  experiences. 
and  were  inspired  many  times  by  this  fine  man.  During  the  week,  Elder 
Richards  asked  two  of  the  elders  to  accompany  him  to  meet  the  non- 
member  mother  of  one  of  his  acquaintances.  The  elders  who  went  were 
thrilled  with  the  way  this  man  does  missionary  work.  The  non-member 
lady  wandered  once  or  twice  from  the  topic  of  discussion  that  Elder 
Richards  was  trying  to  maintain,  and  each  time  the  conversation 
wandered.  Elder  Richards  would  counter.  "That's  fine:  now  what  do  you 
know  about  Joseph  Smith."  or  some  similar  rejoinder.  When  Elder 
Richards  was  at  the  dinner  table  on  the  Sunday,  w ith  the  non-member 
translator  who  is  translating  the  "Marvelous  Work  and  a  Wonder"  into 
Afrikaans,  everyone  was  impressed  with  the  apostle's  straight-forward. 
yet  not  over-bearing,  but  kind  manner  as  he  spoke  with  this  man.  Said 
Elder  Richards.  "You  look  like  a  Mormon!  You  read  that  book  as  you 
translate  it  and  if  you  find  anything  wrong  with  it.  you  write  me  a 
letter  and  then  I'll  write  a  letter  back  to  you  showing  you  that  it's 
true!"  Also,  backed  by  his  knowledge  of  Dutch.  Elder  Richards  told 
the  translator  (with  a  humorous  tone  of  course)  "Don't  forget  that  I 
can  read  your  book  when  you  finish,  so  make  sure  it's  right!"  On 
another  occasion.  Elder  Richards  was  accompanied  bv  two  elders  and 
Sister  Clark  and  they  all  went  down-town  to  enable  Elder  Richards  to 
buy  his  wife  a  birthday  present.  Elder  Richards  looked  at  quite  a  few 
different  pieces  of  typically  South  African  goods,  but  didn't  seem  to  be 
impressed  that  what  he  saw  was  what  he  wanted,  until  the  saleslady 
matched  together  a  ring  and  a  broach  of  South  African  stone  and  gold. 
Elder  Richards  just  lighted  up  when  he  saw  the  match  and  everyone 
knew  that  the  search  had  ended,  for  the  look  in  Elder  Richards'  face  was 
one  of  pure  delight,  for  he  knew  he'd  found  the  perfect  gift  for  his 
bride  at  home. 

Also  at  the  Mission  Home,  the  Elders  were  impressed  by  Elder 
Richards'  willingness  to  autograph  the  many  copies  of  his  book  that  were 
placed  before  him.  Many  of  the  Saints  remembered  his  similar  willingness 
to  sign  books  after  many  of  the  meetings  as  well. 

At  the  Zone  Convention,  many  remember  the  humorous  come-back 
that  Elder  Richards  gave  in  response  to  President  Clark's  request  that 
all  elders  who  hadn't  seen  Kruger  Park  please  raise  their  hands  since  there 
was  a  chance  for  some  to  go.  Elder  Richards  said.  "This  Transvaal  is  so 
dry  —  you  don't  wanna  go  up  there  —  you  oughta"  go  down  to  Durban!" 
On  another  occasion,  some  of  the  elders  were  driving  Elder  Richards  past 
the  Hertzog  Tower  and  they  asked  him  if  he  wouldn't  like  to  go  up.  He 
said.  "No  thanks.  The  only  time  I  go  that  high  is  when  I'm  flying  and  I 
only  do  that  when  I  have  to!" 

Perhaps  the  most  memorable  occasion  of  Elder  Richards'  visit  came 
Sunday  evening  when  he  attended  an  MIA  Fireside  which  was  to  be  his 
last  meeting  in  South  Africa.  All  in  attendance  will  find  it  hard  to 
forget  the  spirit  in  that  meeting,  for  truly  it  was  that  Elder  Richards'  per- 
sonality and  manner,  and  spirit  reached  out  to  touch  every  soul  present. 
What  an  inspiration  it  was  to  experience  that  type  of  empathy  between 
speaker  and  audience!  That  same  spirit  lingered  on  after  Elder  Richards 
had  closed  and  during  the  closing  song  which  was  "God  Be  With  You 
Till  We  Meet  Again".  This  great  modern-day  Apostle,  about  whom  this 
article  is  written,  portrayed  the  depth  of  his  love  for  the  people  of  this 
land  when  tears  came  to  his  eyes  as  that  song  was  sung.  He  turned  to  the 
Clarks  and  said.  "I'll  see  you  again,  but  I  won't  see  these  folks  again." 
Considering  these  few  experiences  and  personal  views  into  the  life  of 
Elder  LeGrand  Richards,  one  could  not  help  but  term  his  visit  to  South 
Africa,  truly  "An  Inspiration".

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AN  ASTRONAUT  SPEAKS  IN 
THE  TABERNACLE 


Dr.  Don  Lind,  LDS  astronaut,  missionary,  jet  pilot,  scientist,  was 
called  on  and  spoke  extemporaneously  at  the  priesthood  meeting  at  general 
conference]  April  1967.  These  are  his  remarks. 

Brethren,  it  is  an  honour 
to  he  with  you  this  evening. 
It  is  amazing  what  irrelevant 
ideas  come  to  you  mind  as  you 
are  walking  up  that  flight  of 
stairs.  The  thing  1  was  think- 
ing about  was  the  fact  that  a 
great  amount  of  our  training 
is  involved  in  such  things  as 
riding  centrifuges,  when  you 
have  a  great  variety  of  sensors 
attached  rather  painfully  to 
your  body  to  give  the  doctor 
a  minitor  of  your  pulse  rate, 
heart  beat,  and  general  physical 
condition.  As  I  was  climbing 
the  stairs  I  was  grateful  that 
I  wasn't  being  monitored,  be- 
cause 1  think  I  exceeded  a 
number  of  limits.  If  lying  on 
an  Apollo  couch  is  as  disturb- 
ing as  sitting  in  that  little 
green  chair,  we  may  have  to 
postpone  a  launch. 

Brethren,    it    is   a    pleasure  ^^v    /

greatK  the  first  half  of  this 
meeting,  as  well  as  the  after- 
noon   session.    I    was    grateful 

for  the  opportunity  to  come  and  be  with  you  for  conference.  It  has  been 
inspiring. 

When  I  was  in  grade  school,  a  number  of  movies  were  made  about 
great  square-rigged  whaling  vessels.  I  always  felt  at  that  age  in  my  life 
that  I  had  been  born  at  the  wrong  time,  that  I  should  have  been  born 
back  in  the  days  of  the  whaling  vessels:  but  since  I  have  grown  a  bit 
older,  and  hopefully  a  little  wiser.  I  have  decided  that  this  is  the  time 
in  the  world's  history  that  I  am  most  grateful  for  being  alive,  not  only  for 
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having  the  opportunity  of  participating  in  one  of  the  most  exciting  adven- 
tures I  think  mankind  has  attempted,  but  also  the  opportunity  of  being  born 
at  a  time  when  the  (iospel  is  here  upon  the  earth,  in  going  to  the  particu- 
lar home  to  which  I  was  assigned. 

I  would  not  be  here  today  if  it  were  not  for  my  parents. 

The  words  that  were  spoken  about  the  responsibility  of  fathers  and 
parents  in  general  this  evening  touched  my  heart  in  my  responsibility  to 
my  family,  but  I  also  marvel  at  the  wonderful  job  that  my  father  and  my 
mother  did  for  me.  I.  with  Nephi,  can  say  that  I  have  come  of  goodl) 
parents.  I  would  never  have  made  the  astronaut  programme,  nor  would  I 
be  a  priesthood  bearer  in  the  Church,  if  it  had  not  been  for  my  father  and 
my  mother,  and  1  thank  them  for  it. 

1  am  grateful  for  this  gospel.  I  have  been  in  situations  when  religion 
was  not  necessarily  the  most  popular  topic  of  conversation.  I  have  been 
in  situations  involving  my  schooling  when  people  expressed  openk  the 
idea  that  religion  was  fairytale,  was  legend,  was  myth,  was  only  for  those 
who  were  not  sufficiently  well  educated  to  get  along  without  it:  and 
obviously  I  did  not  agree. 

I  have  been  in  situations  where  the  principles  that  we  hold  have 
not  been  live,  if  even  believed,  and  I  have  been  grateful  for  the  strength 
that  I  received  in  my  home,  and  grateful  for  the  strength  that  a  testimony 
of  the  gospel  gave  me  in  those  situations.  The  gospel  means  more  to  me 
than  my  life,  more  to  me  than  anything  that  I  would  be  capable  of 
describing.  I  don't  know  how  to  express  in  words  the  feeling  of  what  my 
testimony  of  the  gospel  means  to  me. 

Brethren,  it  is  an  honour  to  be  with  you  as  a  member  of  this  priest- 
hood. I  have  marvelled  at  the  strength  it  can  give  one  in  various  situations. 
I  have  a  testimony  that  God  lives,  and  that,  strangely  enough,  is  a  fact  that 
I  am  afraid  most  of  the  world  do  not  share  with  us.  There  are  a  great 
many  who  wonder  whether  God  really  lives  at  all. 

I  wasn't  in  the  Sacred  Grove  with  Joseph  Smith,  but  I  have  just  as 
strong  a  conviction  of  the  fact  that  he  saw  God  and  talked  with  him 
face  to  face  as  I  have  the  conviction  of  something  I  got  my  doctoral  dis- 
sertation on,  the  existence  of  pi-mesons.  I  haven't  seen  pi-mesons  either. 
but  I  accept  their  existence  on  secondary  evidence.  And  on  secondary 
evidence  I  believe  that  Joseph  Smith  saw  God  in  the  Sacred  Grove:  and 
that  is  a  great  strength  in  my  life. 

I  believe  that  Joseph  Smith  was  a  prophet,  that  he  received  revelations. 
Scientifically  I  believe  it  because  I  think  it  would  be  just  too  difficult  to 
forge  the  Book  of  Mormon,  if  for  no  other  reason.  I  do  not  think  it 
could  be  done  by  a  man  with  Joseph  Smith's  education.  So  I  believe  the 
Book  of  Mormon  is  an  evidence  that  Joseph  Smith  has  to  be  a  prophet 
of  our  Lord.  I  am  grateful  too  that  we  have  a  prophet  living  today  to 
guide  and  direct  the  Church. 

Brethren,  let  me  repeat  once  more,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  with  you. 
because  I  couldn't  be  with  you  if  I  did  not  hold  the  priesthood,  which  I 
hold  dear.  Brethren,  I  bear  you  my  testimony  that  the  gospel  is  true:  I  am 
grateful  to  be  a  member  of  this  Church,  and  I  do  this  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ.     Amen.

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AN  INTERVIEW  WITH  APOSTLE 
LEGRAND  RICHARDS 

Editors  Note:  During  the  final  months  of  1969,  a  couple  of  University 

of  Utah  students,  in  Salt  Luke  City,  made  an  appointment  to  interview 
Elder  LeGrand  Richards  of  the  Quorum   of  the    Twelve   Apostles.    I  he 

following  are  the  questions  and  the  answers  which  these  two  returned 
missionaries  recorded  during  the  interview  as  they  appeared  in  the  January 
1970  issue  of  the  IMPROVEMENT  ERA: 


Q.  HAVE  YOU  EVER  READ  A  BOOK.  OTHER  THAN  SCRIP!  I  RLS. 
THAT  MADE  A  SPECIAL  IMPRESSION  ON  YOU? 

A.  The  one  book  that  I  read  as  a  young  man  that  made  the  greatest 
impression  on  me  was  The  Life  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  b\ 
George  Q.  Cannon.  I  wish  I  had  lived  in  his  day  so  I  could  have 
been  a  friend  to  the  Prophet  and  helped  him  through  all  the  hard- 
ships and  trials  that  he  had  to  endure. 

Q.  YOU  HAVE  FILLED  FOUR  MISSIONS  FOR  THE  CHURCH 
AND  HAVE  ALWAYS  BEEN  ASSOCIATED  WITH  AND  IN- 
VOLVED IN  MISSIONARY  WORK.  WHAT  PROGRESS  DO  YOU 
THINK  WE  ARE  MAKING  IN  OUR  PROSELYTING? 

A.  When  I  was  the  president  of  the  Southern  States  Mission.  I  told  the 
missionaries  that  if  they  could  get  in  a  home  one  night  a  week  for 
six  months  and  learn  how  to  tell  our  story,  then  at  the  end  of  that 
time  the  people  would  either  join  our  church  or  they  wouldn't  be 
any  good  for  any  other  church.  I  believe  that  with  all  m\  heart, 
because  I  knew  I  could  take  everything  away  from  them  and  then 
build  them  a  better  house.  I  taught  the  missionaries  that  the\  ha\e  to 
learn  to  tell  the  whole  story.  I  wrote  an  outline  for  them  for  one 
night  a  week  for  six  months.  I  called  it  "The  Message  of  Mor- 
monism".  It  was  the  first  outline  presentation  of  the  Gospel  in  the 
the  Church.  I  said  to  myself.  "Why  don't  you  develop  that  outline 
the  way  you  would  present  it?'*  And  that's  what  brought  A  Vlanelous 
Work  and  A  Wonder  into  existence. 

The  difference  between  now  and  then  is  that  now  the  missionaries 
go  out  and  bear  their  testimonies  and  give  the  people  just  a  little 
skeleton  of  what  the  gospel  is  and  baptize  them  after  six.  messages 
instead  of  26,  like  I  figured.  They  then  turn  them  over  to  the  branch 
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or    waul    (o    (ram    ami    leach    them    the    gospel.    That's    the    difference 
between  the  programme  then  ami  now, 

Q.  WOULD  YOU  (AREi  TO  MAKE  A  GUESS  AS  TO  WHAT  WE 
MIGHT  BE  DOING  IN  MISSIONARY  WORK  IN  TEN  YEARS 
OR  SO? 

A.  I  don't  think  we  can  ever  hope  for  group  conversions.  I  think  it  all 
has  to  conic  from  the  individual  heart.  The  Lord  said,  you  know,  that 
he  would  call  for  "many  fishers  and  many  hunters,  and  they  should 
fish  and  hunt  them  from  the  hills  and  mountains  and  from  the  holes 
in  the  rocks."  That's  what  we've  been  doing.  When  I  was  in  the 
South,  we  held  a  conference  in  west  Florida.  We  travelled  for  miles 
and  miles  through  the  forest  and  didn't  even  see  a  home.  When  we 
got  to  the  little  chapel,  there  were  250  people.  I  said.  "Well,  if  you 
didn't  come  out  of  the  holes  in  the  rocks,  then  I  don't  know  where 
you  came  from."' 

Q.  I  KNOW  THAT  YOU  SPEAK  TO  MISSIONARIES  WHEN  THEY 
GO  INTO  THE  MISSION  FIELD  AND  GIVEN  THEM  EN- 
COURAGEMENT AND  DIRECTION.  BUT  WHAT  WOULD  YOU 
SAY  TO  FELLOWS  WHO  ARE  RECENTLY  RETURNED  FROM 
MISSIONS? 

A.  1  just  toured  a  mission  and  told  the  missionaries.  "When  you  go 
home,  if  the  bishop  gives  you  a  little  job  to  do.  you  do  it.  If  you 
will  do  the  little  jobs  well,  the  big  jobs  will  follow  just  as  naturally 
as  the  day  follows  the  night;  but  if  you  wait  for  a  big  job  when  you 
get  home,  you  will  just  go  down  instead  of  up.  You've  got  to  keep 
climbing  or  you  go  the  other  way.  There  are  only  two  directions 
to  travel."  I  think  they  have  to  wait  a  little  while.  Things  have  to 
take  their  turn.  You  can't  need  a  bishop  in  every  ward  the  minute  a 
missionary  comes  home.  If  you  love  the  Lord  enough  and  you're 
not  interested  so  much  in  yourself  as  you  are  in  what  you  can  do 
for  Him  and  His  people,  you  will  find  plenty  of  jobs  to  do.  You  know, 
the  Saviour  said  that  he  that  exalted  himself  shall,  be  abased,  and 
he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

Q.  THERE  ARE  OFTEN  RATHER  INTERESTING  AND  SPECIAL 
CIRCUMSTANCES  INVOLVED  WHEN  MEN  ARE  CALLED  TO 
BE  GENERAL  AUTHORITIES.  WERE  THERE  ANY  SUCH 
EVENTS  OR  SPECIAL  FEELINGS  ABOUT  YOUR  CALL? 

A.  When  I  was  asked  to  be  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church,  I  had 
been  back  from  my  mission  from  July  to  April.  I  had  stayed  in  the 
Tabernacle  after  the  morning  session  of  conference  to  meet  the 
parents  of  the  missionaries;  then  I  walked  down  to  my  office.  There 
sat  President  Grant.  As  I  walked  in.  he  said,  "Oh.  here  he  is  now."  and 
hung  up  the  phone.  I  said,  "This  looks  suspicious."  There  weren't 
any  vacancies  that  I  knew  of  among  the  General  Authorities,  and  he 
didn't  give  me  time  to  comment. 

"LeGrand."  he  said.  "We  are  going  to  change  the  Presiding 
Bishopric  this  afternoon,  and  we'd  like  you  to  be  the  Presiding  Bishop. 
Whom  do  you  want  for  your  counselors?"  It  took  my  breath  away. 
I  said.  "Well.  President  Grant.  I  can't  think  that  fast.  How  long  do 
I  have  to  select  them?"  "Oh,  we  want  to  sustain  them  this  after- 
noon." he  replied.  It  was  a  quarter  to  one  then.  Then  I  had  this 
thought  that  I  believe  was  inspiration.  I  said.  "Well,  when  you  were 
deciding  whom  you  wanted  to  have  for  the  Presiding  Bishop,  you  no 
doubt  had  a  list  of  names  that  had  been  handed  to  you  by  members 
of  the  Twelve.  If  you  feel  like  entrusting  those  names  to  me.  they 
would  be  men  whom  you  brethren  regard  as  having  the  qualifications 
for  this  calling.

Parents,  would  you  develop  faith  in  the  hearts  of  your  children?  Then, 
pay  your  tithing.  Rely  on  the  promise  the  Lord  has  made.  Parents,  would 
you  have  your  children  gain  power  to  combat  evil  influences?  Live  and 
teach  the  Word  of  Wisdom.  The  Word  of  Wisdom,  like  tithing,  is  a 
principle  with  a  promise.  Parents,  would  you  draw  near  to  each  member 
of  your  family?  Learn  to  communicate  with  God  and  with  one  another. 
Hold  family  prayer  each  morning  and  evening;  have  individual  prayer. 
Teach  your  children  to  "listen"  when  they  pray.  Learn  to  listen  to  your 
children.  Train  your  children  to  work.  Train  them  to  assume  responsibility. 
Provide  opportunity  for  service  to  one  another  and  to  their  parents. 
Chores  are  blessings  in  overalls.  Organize  activities  that  bring  parents  and 
children  together.  Working  together  is  more  fun  than  working  alone. 
Learn  also  to  play.  Play  together  as  families.  Make  your  family  a  strong, 
united  unit  of  the  Church.  We  had  better  be  organized  as  families.  We 
had  better  be  able  to  meet  trouble.  There  will  no  doubt  be  plenty  of  it 
ahead  of  us.  We  had  better  be  prepared  —  so  that  we  need  not  fear.

A  MORMON 
RUGBY  STAR 

An  Interview  with  Brother  Sid  Going 


I  he  life  of  a  star  rugby  playei 
on  tour  is  a  hectic  and  busy  time. 
Such  was  the  case  with  scrum  half 
Sid  Going  of  the  All  Blacks  from 
Now  Zealand  during  their  three 
month  tour  in  South  Africa  and 
Rhodesia.  During  the  last  week  of 
their  stay,  we  made  several  appoint- 
ments to  interview  Sid  (whom  we 
will  refer  to  henceforth  as  Brother 
Going,  but  for  reasons  beyond  our 
control  these  could  not  be  held. 
Finally  on  Sunday,  the  day  after 
their  final  test  with  the  Springboks 
and  the  day  before  they  left  for 
home  we  were  able  to  take  about 
an  hour  to  talk  with  Brother  Going 
in    the   lounge   of   his   hotel. 

Even  though  it  was  in  the  middle 
of  their  rush  to  get  things  packed 
for  the  trip  home,  Brother  Going 
was  very  obliging  to  allow  us  to 
interview  him.  He  told  us  that  it 
was  great  to  relax,  especially  to 
talk  to  us  about  the  Church  and 
his  association  with  it.  I  believe 
we  personally  met  a  majority  of  the 
of  the  team  to  whom  he  cordially 
introduced  us  as  the  Mormon 
Elders.  The  response  of  his  team- 
mates towards  us  was  very  friendly 
and  very  respectful.  The  reason 
partly  lies  in  the  fact  that  Mormons 
are  tremendously  well  known  in 
New  Zealand  plus  Brother  Going's 
example  kept  them  constantly  aware 
of  the  Church   and  its  standards. 

Brother  Going  is  a  very  casual 
and  a  very  humble  individual.  His 
non-loud  and  non-boisterous  ap- 
proach to  the  public  has  given 
many  church  members  the  impres- 
sion that  he  is  a  very  quiet  and 
reserved,  almost  bitter,  type  of  per- 
son. He  expressed  to  us  his  idea 
that  all  things  have  their  own  and 
proper  time  and  place.  He  com- 
mented on  the  fact  that  the  public 
almost    becomes   irritating  during  a 


tour,  especially  here  in  South  Afri- 
ca where  rugby  is  such  a  monu- 
mental event.  Every  time  he  even 
stepped  out  of  the  elevator  there 
were  lines  of  people  for  autographs, 
pictures,  advice,  encouragement, 
questions,  and  a  desire  just  to  have 
him  speak  to  them.  He,  and  his 
team-mates  receive  countless  phone- 
calls  offering  invitations  to  every 
type  of  activity  in  the  social  world. 
He  loves  people,  in  their  proper 
perspective. 

He  was  rather  excited  to  get 
home.  He  had  talked  to  his  wife 
the  night  before  over  the  telephone 
and  was  anxious  to  return  and  see 
his  18  month  old  little  girl.  He  told 
us  that  when  he  left  she  could  say 
Da  Da  and  Ta  Ta  etc..  but  now  she 
is  a  real  talker.  He  couldn't  believe 
the  change  and  he  was  looking 
forward  to  being  with  his  famil\ 
again  very  much. 

Brother  Going  was  born  into 
the  Church  twenty-seven  years  ago. 
His  father's  side  of  the  family  have 
been  members  for  two  generations 
and  his  mother  was  a  convert  to  the 
Church.  He  served  as  an  Elder  in 
the  Alberta  Canada  Mission  in 
'63  -  '64  and  waited  a  little  over 
three  years  after  returning  before 
he  married.  Brother  Going  has  two 
older  brothers  who  play  rugby  and 
three  younger  sisters.  Much  of  his 
family  has  moved  to  the  States, 
leaving  Brother  Going  still  in  New 
Zealand  working  his  two  farms. 
One  is  a  150  acre  dairy  farm  and 
the  other  is  for  his  sheep  and  cattle, 
running  about  500  acres.  While  he 
is  on  rugby  tour,  his  wife  man- 
ages the  farms  with  the  help  of 
their  hired  men.  He  tells  us  that 
he  lives  in  a  relatively  small  ward 
where  he  holds  the  position  of  MIA 
superintendent  (when  he's  there). 
He    got    married    two    and    a    half 
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years  ago  and  his  wife   is  a   recent 

convert  to  the  Church.  She  was  bap- 
tized about  six   months  ago. 


enough  not  to  drink  the  night  be- 
fore a  game,  but  the  night  after 
the  game.

Brother  (ioing  has  played  with 
the  All  Blacks  for  three  years  now. 
He  has  been  on  tour  around  the 
world  with  the  team,  during  which 
he  went  back  to  his  missionary 
working  grounds  in  Canada.  He 
commented  on  his  definite  aware- 
ness that  moral  decay  is  a  world- 
wide problem.  The  U.S.A..  New 
Zealand.  South  Africa,  the  whole 
world  are  suffering  satan's  influence 
very  strongly.  He  told  us  that, 
especially  while  on  tour,  there  is  a 
lot  of  "other  side"  things  that  con- 
front him  constantly;  smoking, 
drinking,  women,  etc.  Brother  Go- 
ing claims  that  one  of  his  reasons 
for  trying  a  little  extra  hard  to  stay 
strong  in  the  church  is  the  fact  that 
he  is  so  well  known.  He  is  always 
in  the  spotlight  and  can  never  tell 
who's  looking,  therefore  he  always 
stands  up  for  the  Church,  defending 
it  and  its  principles.  This  fact  al- 
ways keeps  him  on  his  guard  and 
so  strong  in  the  Church.  He  dis- 
likes team  parties  and  especially  the 
"heavies"  as  they  call  them,  who 
always  hang  around  at  cocktail 
parties  and  rave  on  and  on  about 
how  great  a  player  they  were  in 
their  days.  At  this  type  of  gather- 
ing, as  we  mentioned  before.  Bro- 
ther Going  is  known  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Church  by  his  team- 
mates who  respect  him  for  his 
beliefs.  He  told  us  that  there  is 
never  any  pressure  from  any  of 
the  team-mates  to  drink,  smoke  or 
do  anything  against  the  Church 
standards. 


Brother  Going  commented  on  the 
fact  that  he  noticed  that  the  other 
players  on  his  team  who  smoked 
and  drank  always  had  to  train  much 
harder  than  himself  because  of  the 
added  strain  to  which  they  subject 
their  bodies.  When  his  team-mates 
indulged  they  always  had  to  train 
extra  hard  and  run  extra  far  and 
sweat  a  little  bit  more  to  get  rid 
of  the  poisons  they  had  taken  in 
the  night  before.  He  explained  how 
the      other      players      were      smart 


Brother  (ioing  almost  went  to 
Brigham  Young  University  after  his 
mission  but  was  instead  lured  back 
to  New  Zealand  for  rugb\.  Rugby 
is  a  love  that  has  taken  him  around 
the  world  in  fame  and  has  set  a 
priceless  example  for  Gods  King- 
dom here  on  earth.  He  complained 
how  easy  the  life  was  when  he  was 
on  tour  with  the  team.  The\  got 
up  in  the  morning  just  in  time  to 
go  to  the  training  sessions  which 
was  not  at  all  like  arising  at  home 
to  milk  cows  and  do  the  chores. 
He  told  us  how  the  style  of  rugby 
playing  was  a  bit  different  here  in 
South  Africa  than  in  New  Zealand. 
The  looser  form  of  game  threw 
them  off  a  bit.  He  said  it  was  sur- 
prising how  the  refs  looked  for 
different  things  than  in  home  games 
and  accounts  for  some  of  the 
troubles. 

He  kept  bringing  up  the  fact  of 
how  the  Church  was  the  same  no 
matter  where  in  the  world  one 
went.  He  raved  about  fellowshipping 
and  friendliness  of  the  members 
here.  He  was  particularly  impressed 
with  the  Stake  Conference  and 
talked  a  bit  with  Elder  LeGrand 
Richards.  He  asked  us  to  express 
his  appreciation  to  all  the  Saints 
he  met  while  on  tour  and  was 
grateful  to  the  Swartzbergs.  the 
Nealds  and  the   Huberts  especially. 

In  the  closing  minutes  of  our 
discussion  he  talked  about  the 
youth.  He  made  the  comment  on 
how  hard  it  was  to  instil  into  the 
young  people  that  it  is  so  impor- 
tant to  stay  close  to  the  Church  and 
its  teachings.  To  us.  it  certainly 
seemed  like  Brother  Sid  Going  is  a 
very  solid  person:  one  whom  the 
youth  can  look  up  to.  respect,  and 
upon    whom    set    a    pattern    of    life. 

Although  he  was  sitting  on  his 
bags  with  a  grin  of  anticipation 
of  becoming  homeward  bound  he 
told  us  again  how  he  had  loved  his 
stay  in  South  Africa.
